AND  HOUSING  COMMITTEE. 

My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  County.  This  report  is  the  twenty-fifth  of  the  series  and  is  drawn 
up  on  the  lines  suggested  by  Circular  1492  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  satis¬ 
factorily  and  the  scope  of  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Service  has  been  extended  by  the  provision  of  two  new  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  and  also  by  the  provision  of  a  Domiciliary  Ante-Natal  Service. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  County  is  38,  which  figure 
compares  extremely  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 
which  is  57  for  the  same  period. 

I  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  somewhat  disturbing  fact  that 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  violence  (other  than  suicide)  was 
82  and  that  this  figure  exceeded  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all 
forms  of  tuberculosis  by  twelve. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  pro¬ 
fessional  and  clerical  staffs  of  the  Health  Department,  and  also  of  the 
loyal  support  which  they  have  given  me  throughout  the  year.

There  are  furniture,  cabinet  and  box  factories  at  Banbury  and  iron 
and  aluminium  works  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  town. 

Gloving  is  carried  on  in  Woodstock,  Charlbury  and  Witney  districts, 
whilst  blanket  making  is  an  important  industry  at  Witney.  There  are 
cement  works  at  Shipton-on-Cherwell  and  Chinnor.

Birth  Rate.  This  rate  is  a  slight  increase  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  the  figures  being  14.6  and  14.3  respectively.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  1935  is  14.7. 

The  illegitimate  births  number  4.6  per  cent  of  the  total  births  for  the 
year. 

Death  Rate.  This  rate  shows  a  slight  decrease  as  compared  with  1934, 
the  figures  being  12.2  and  12.4  respectively.  The  corresponding  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1935  is  11.7. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  this  rate  still 
remains  very  low,  the  figures  for  1934  and  1935  being  practically  the 
same,  viz.  38.2  and  38.1.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
for  1935  is  57.  It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  infant  mor¬ 
tality  rate  in  Oxfordshire  continues  to  be  one  of  the  lowest  in  the 
Country. 

The  rate  for  illegitimate  births  was  significantly  much  higher  than 
for  legitimate  births,  the  figures  being  77  and  36.7. 

General.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  women  dying  from 
conditions  directly  associated  with  Childbirth  (including  sepsis),  the 
numbers  for  1934  and  1935  being  8  and  5  respectively.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  therefore  for  1935  was  2.4  as  compared  with  3.93  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  violence  other  than  suicide  was 
82  which  is  12  more  than  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  for 
the  same  period. 

Cancer.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  recorded  during 
the  year  was  229,  which  number  is  14.4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes.  The  rate  for  1935  was  1.74  as  compared  with 
1.73  for  1934  and  1.6  for  England  and  Wales  for  1935.  This  difference 
in  the  County  rate  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  may 
be  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  in  Oxfordshire  33  per  cent  of  the  total 
population  are  45  years  of  age  or  over,  whereas  in  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole  the  figure  for  the  same  section  of  the  population  is  30  per  cent.

(2)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General. 

Most  of  the  County  is  covered  by  Nursing  Associations  which  are 
nearly  all  affiliated  to  the  County  Federation.  There  is  complete  co¬ 
operation  between  the  officers  of  the  Federation  and  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  department  with  the  result  that  over-lapping  and 
duplication  of  effort  are  completely  eliminated.  In  order  to  increase 
efficiency  the  County  Council  has  asked  the  Federation,  wherever 
possible,  to  consider  the  question  of  amalgamation  of  small  District 
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Nursing  Associations  and  this  policy  has  been  pursued.  Many  of  the 
proposed  amalgamations  will  necessitate  the  provision  of  small  motor 
cars  for  the  nurses  if  the  work  is  to  be  done  expeditiously  and  econo¬ 
mically,  in  fact  one  can  go  as  far  as  to  say  that  unless  such  means  of 
locomotion  are  provided  many  of  the  proposed  amalgamations  cannot 
remain  other  than  paper  schemes. 

Grants  to  Associations  are  made  by  the  Council  principally  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  provision  of  Midwifery  Services  and  the  allocation  of 
such  monies  is  made  by  a  small  joint  committee  composed  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Federation.  A  further 
sum  of  £211  previously  granted  by  Boards  of  Guardians  is  provided 
for  nursing  in  the  home.  £40  set  aside  for  equipment  and  a  further 
£50  is  given  towards  the  salary  of  the  County  Nursing  Superintendent. 
A  sum  of  £120  is  allowed  as  a  provisional  grant  for  the  training  of 
Midwives.

(3)  MIDWIVES. 

There  is  a  midwifery  service  for  the  whole  county  provided  either 
by  private  midwives  or  through  the  Local  Nursing  Associations,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Borough  of  Henley-on-Thames,  where  a  County 
Council  Midwife  is  employed.

(5)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Arrangements  exist  for  all  bacteriological  work  to  be  carried  out  at 
the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  Oxford, 
and  during  the  year  314  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli ;  of  this  number  51  were  found  to  be  positive. 

Local  sanitary  authorities  in  the  county  make  arrangements  with 
private  laboratories  for  the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  etc. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act, 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  and  under  the  Accredited  Milk  Pro¬ 
ducers  Scheme  are  sent  to  the  National  Institute  for  Research  in  Dairy¬ 
ing,  Shinfield,  Reading.  Samples  of  food,  including  milk,  are  sent  to 
the  County  Analyst  for  the  detection  of  adulteration  or  impurities. 

(6)  HOSPITALS.

of  Oxford,  the  County  shall  be  divided  into  areas  consisting  of  the 
county  districts  specified  in  the  second  column  of  the  subjoined  table, 
and  there  shall  be  provided  for  each  such  area  by  the  authorities 
specified  in  the  fourth  column  not  less  accommodation  than  that 
specified  in  the  third  column  and  placed  opposite  to  the  number  and 
description  of  the  area.

4.  Where  authorities  are  required  by  this  scheme  to  enter  into 
agreements  under  Section  131  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  the  terms 
on  which  patients  shall  be  received  into  a  hospital  provided  by  one  of 
the  authorities  shall  be  such  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  authorities,

(11)  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  general  sanitary  administration  of  the  County  is  carried  out  by 
the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  and  full  details  of  this  work  will  be 
found  in  the  reports  of  the  three  District  Medical  Officers. 

The  North  Oxfordshire  Combined  Sanitary  District  comprises  the 
Boroughs  of  Woodstock  and  Chipping  Norton,  Urban  District  of 
Witney  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Banbury,  Chipping  Norton  and 
Witney.  Dr.  Campbell  (Kincraig,  Five  Mile  Drive,  Oxford)  is  the 
Medical  Officer  (whole  time)  of  the  Combined  District. 

The  South  Oxfordshire  Combined  Sanitary  District  comprises  the 
Borough  of  Henley,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Bicester  and  Thame,  and 
the  Ploughley,  Bullingdon  and  Henley  Rural  Districts. 

Dr.  Hill  (1  and  3  George  Street,  Oxford)  is  the  Medical  Officer  (whole¬ 
time)  of  this  Combined  District. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part-time)  of  the  Borough  of  Banbury 
is  Dr.  Johns  (Mill  House,  Adderbury). 

(12)  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT  1929  (Sec.  57). 

Under  this  section  the  County  Council  has  made  grants  towards  the 
cost  of  provision  of  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  schemes. 

Sewage  Disposal. 


Woodstock  Borough. 

An  application  was  made  by  the  Woodstock  Borough  Council  for  a 
contribution  by  the  County  Council  towards  the  expenses  of  pioviding 
a  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  an  area  comprising  the  Borough  of  Wood- 
stock  and  the  northern  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Hensington  Without 
and  a  small  part  of  the  Parish  of  Wootton.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  was 
estimated  to  be  £18,000,  the  annual  loan  charges  and  working  expenses 
amounting  to  £1,237  per  annum.  A  contribution  amounting  to  one- 
third  of  the  estimated  loan  charges  was  authorized. 
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Parish  of  Deddington. 

A  contribution  towards  a  sewage  disposal  scheme  had  been  deferred 
previously  owing  to  the  lack  of  an  adequate  water  supply  for  the  parish. 
On  an  adequate  supply  of  water  being  provided,  the  Council  recom¬ 
mended  a  grant  of  £100  per  annum  towards  the  cost  of  the  sewage 
disposal  scheme.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  drains  would  take  surface 
water  from  the  main  roads,  a  further  block  grant  of  £1000  was  made 
through  the  Highways  Committee. 

Parish  of  Islip. 

An  application  was  made  by  the  Ploughley  Rural  District  Council  for 
a  contribution  by  the  County  Council  towards  the  cost  of  a  sewage 
disposal  system  for  this  parish.  The  scheme  was  to  serve  120  houses, 
being  the  major  portion  of  the  parish  of  Islip.  The  scheme  was  estimated 
to  cost  £7,610  involving  loan  charges  and  working  expenses  amounting 
to  £529  per  annum.  The  Ploughley  Rural  District  Council  were  pre¬ 
pared  to  contribute  £60  per  annum  towards  the  cost  and  on  this  con¬ 
dition  the  County  Council  were  also  prepared  to  contribute  a  like  sum. 

Water  Supply  Schemes. 

Parishes  of  Steeple  Barton  and  Westcote  Barton. 

Application  was  made  by  the  Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  Council 
for  a  contribution  towards  the  expenses  of  a  water  supply  scheme  for 
these  parishes.  The  scheme  was  designed  to  supply  a  population  of 
approximately  500  persons  at  an  estimated  capital  cost  of  £2,618.  It 
was  proposed  to  levy  a  rate  of  2s.  6d.  in  the  £  per  annum  on  the  con¬ 
sumers  of  the  water.  The  estimated  annual  deficiency  was  £65.  The 
County  Council  were  prepared  to  contribute  annually  half  of  this  sum 
provided  that  all  mains  were  of  a  minimum  size  of  3  inches  instead  of 
the  2J,  1  \  and  1  inch  proposed. 

Parish  of  Arncott. 

The  cost  of  this  scheme  was  £2,530  involving  loan  charges  of  £133. 
The  number  of  houses  served  was  to  be  39,  the  water  being  supplied 
from  the  District  Council’s  water  works  at  Blackthorn.  Application 
for  a  contribution  was  made  by  the  Ploughley  District  Council;  the 
District  Council  were  proposing  to  make  a  lump  sum  payment  of  £550 
towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme.  In  the  opinion  of  the  County  Council 
the  cost  of  the  scheme  was  excessive,  having  regard  to  the  smallness 
of  the  population  benefiting,  and  the  matter  was  deferred  for  further 
consideration. 

Parish  of  Swyncombe. 

Application  for  a  contribution  was  made  by  the  Henley  Rural  District 
Council.  The  scheme  was  one  to  be  undertaken  by  the  South  Oxford¬ 
shire  Water  Co.  by  an  extension  of  their  mains  from  Nettlebed  to 
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Cookley  Green.  The  estimated  cost  was  £3,095.  The  levy  of  a  special 
rate  of  Is.  on  the  Parish  was  proposed,  the  cost  to  the  Henley  Rural 
District  Council  being  an  annual  payment  of  £  94  12s.  Od.  for  40  years. 
The  County  Council  considered  that  owing  to  the  smallness  of  the 
special  rate  on  the  parish  and  the  comparatively  small  amount  to  be 
paid  by  the  District  Council,  no  contribution  from  the  County  funds 
could  be  authorised.

A  sample  of  milk  was  certified  to 

contain  only  6.22  per  cent  of  solids- 

not-fat  (26.8  per  cent  of  added  water),  and  to 

contain 

nitrates,  which 

are  never  present  in  cows’  milk.  Two  of  the  three  samples  taken  in  the 
course  of  delivery  to  this  retailer  were  of  poor  quality,  but  devoid  of 
nitrates.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  the  retailer  was  fined 
£5  and  £1  Is.  Od.  costs. 
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A  sample  of  milk  was  certified  to  contain  only  2.66  per  cent  of  fat 
(1 1.3  per  cent  deficient).  Further  samples  taken  from  this  retailer  were 
also  of  poor  quality.  The  producer’s  attention  was  drawn  to  this  and 
improvement  in  the  milk  resulted. 

A  sample  of  milk  purchased  at  a  house  door  was  certified  to  contain 
only  2.48  per  cent  of  fat  and  7.82  per  cent  of  solids-not-fat  (8  per  cent 
of  added  water).  An  appeal  to  cows  sample  was  certified  to  contain 
only  2.77  per  cent  of  fat.  The  vendor  explained  that  the  milk  sold  was 
intended  for  calves,  and  was  sold  in  error  before  the  milk  intended  for 
sale  had  been  brought  to  the  house.  This  explanation  was  accepted 
and  the  vendor  cautioned. 

A  sample  of  milk  was  certified  to  contain  only  2.3  per  cent  of  fat 
(23.3  per  cent  deficient).  Appeal  to  cow  samples  were  of  good  quality. 
It  appeared  that  this  producer  sent  out  milk  for  sale  before  completion 
of  milking.  He  stated  that  the  milk  sold  was  from  one  cow  only,  and 
as  a  sample  of  milk  from  that  cow  contained  only  1.8  per  cent  of  fat, 
the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

A  sample  of  milk  contained  only  7.57  per  cent  of  solids-not-fat 
(10.9  per  cent  of  added  water).  Enquiries  and  tests  of  informal  samples 
of  milk  tended  to  show  that  the  milk  was  sold  as  received.  The  supplier 
was  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  retailer’s  sample  was  under  suspicion 
before  it  was  possible  to  take  samples  in  the  course  of  delivery.  No 
action  was  taken  against  the  retailer. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  procured  in  the  course  of  delivery  to  one 
of  the  Public  Institutions,  one  of  which  was  certified  to  contain  only 
7.91  per  cent  of  solids-not-fat  (6.9  per  cent  of  added  water).  The 
contractor’s  supplier  was  eventually  convicted  and  fined  in  the  area  of 
another  local  authority  for  supplying  adulterated  milk. 

A  sample  of  milk  was  certified  to  contain  only  8.34  per  cent  of  solids- 
not-fat,  but  as  there  was  no  evidence  of  the  addition  of  water  no  action 
was  taken. 

A  sample  of  whisky  was  certified  to  contain  12.3  per  cent  of  added 
water.  The  vendor  was  convicted  and  fined  £ 2  and  £l  Is.  Od.  costs. 

A  sample  of  chocolate  roll  was  certified  to  contain  not  more  than 
one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  dry  fat  free  cocoa  material.  The  manu¬ 
facturers  were  convicted  and  fined  £5  and  £2  2s.  Od.  costs. 

Two  further  samples  of  Swiss  Roll  were  certified  to  be  practically 
devoid  of  any  cocoa  material,  but  a  conviction  having  been  obtained 
against  the  manufacturers  in  a  neighbouring  county  it  was  considered 
that  no  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  taking  further  proceedings. 
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(16)  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER  1926. 

On  23  occasions,  as  compared  with  3  during  the  previous  year,  notices 
were  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  other  Authorities 
that  living  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  found  in  milk  produced  in  this 
County. 

In  each  case  instructions  were  given  to  the  County  Veterinary 
Inspector  to  make  the  necessary  clinical  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  at 
the  farm  from  which  the  milk  was  stated  to  have  been  received. 

Inspectors  take  separate  samples  of  milk  from  animals  suspected  on 
clinical  grounds  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculous  disease  of  the  udder 
and  group  samples  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd. 

The  investigation  is  often  a  prolonged  process,  animal  inoculation 
taking  six  weeks  for  a  result  to  be  obtained.  Where  a  bulk  sample 
remains  positive  further  visits  from  the  Veterinary  Inspector  are 
necessary  and  detection  of  the  infected  animal  is  delayed  for  a  further 
period  of  six  weeks. 

In  no  case  was  the  supply  of  milk  stopped  from  the  whole  of  the  herd. 
In  all  cases,  however,  the  milk  was  stopped  from  suspected  individual 
cows  and  in  cases  where  a  sample  of  milk  from  a  small  number  of  cows 
in  a  particular  shed  has  proved  to  be  positive. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Act  took 
50  samples  of  milk  produced  and  offered  for  sale  within  the  County. 
In  one  case  living  tubercle  bacilli  were  found  and  two  were  unfit  for 
consumption.

(17)  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER  1923. 

During  the  year  188  applications  for  Grade  A  licences  were  received 
from  producers  of  milk  and  142  certificates  were  granted,  the  re¬ 
mainder  being  under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  work  of  approval  of  supplies  of  milk  is  carried  out  in  co-operation 
with  Mr.  Bland,  the  Agricultural  Organiser  for  the  County. 

There  are  17  holders  of  Grade  A.  T.  T.  Licences  in  the  County  and 
2  producers  of  Certified  Milk. 
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(18)  SUPPLY  OF  MILK  TO  SCHOOLS. 

The  County  Council  has  decided  that  wherever  possible  milk  supplied 
to  schools,  nursing  mothers  or  otherwise  shall  be  either  Grade  A.  T.T.,  or 
Pasteurized  and  failing  this  shall  be  milk  of  Grade  A  standard  produced 
from  herds  from  which  two  bulk  samples  taken  at  six-monthly  intervals 
have  proved  negative  to  the  biological  test  for  tuberculosis.

10  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  20  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were 
notified.  5  midwives  were  temporarily  suspended  owing  to  having  been 
in  attendance  upon  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
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The  Inspector  paid  298  visits  for  routine  inspection  of  rnidwives  to 
observe  their  methods  of  practice  and  examine  appliances  and  registers. 
933  other  visits  were  paid. 

Midwifery. 

Fees  earned  by  the  County  Council  Midwife  at  Henley-on-Thames 
amounted  during  the  year  to  £85  10s.  Od.  Her  services  are  given  without 
charge  to  persons  unable  to  afford  payment  of  the  fees.  Fees  amounting 
to  £641  Os.  2d.  were  paid  to  medical  practitioners  called  in  to  assist 
midwives  in  emergency.  Contributions  from  patients,  amounting  to 
£46  11s.  4d.  were  collected  towards  the  cost.  Hospital  provision  for 
maternity  is  made  by  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  their  hospital  in 
Walton  Street,  Oxford.  For  the  north  of  the  County  accommodation 
is  available  at  the  Warwickshire  County  Council  Maternity  Hospital 
at  Leamington  ;  and  for  the  South  of  the  County  at  the  Royal  Berkshire 
Hospital,  Reading. 

The  Council  contributed  £270  per  annum  towards  the  cost  of  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  Maternity  Home. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia) 
Regulations  1926  the  services  of  a  consultant  were  requested  on  four 
occasions  and  for  difficult  labour  on  two  occasions.  Home  Helps  were 
provided  on  five  occasions. 

Domiciliary  Ante-natal  Scheme. 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  a  scheme  for  the  domiciliary 
ante-natal  examination  of  non-insured  women  (by  a  doctor  of  their 
choice)  in  cases  where  attendance  at  one  of  the  Council’s  ante-natal 
centres  was  difficult  or  impossible. 

Two  examinations  are  made,  one  early  in  pregnancy  and  the  other 
at  the  7th  or  8th  month.  Any  case  requiring  Consultant  opinion  or 
Hospital  treatment  is  referred  to  the  County  Medical  officer  and 
arrangements  made  accordingly.  The  fees  paid  to  medical  practitioners 
are  five  shillings  for  each  examination  whether  made  at  the  patient’s 
home  or  in  the  doctor’s  surgery. 

A  fee  of  half  a  crown  is  also  paid  for  a  copy  of  the  report  on  an  ante¬ 
natal  examination  of  an  insured  woman. 

During  the  year*  26  women  were  examined  under  this  scheme  and 
5  reports  on  insured  women  were  received. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

I  am  happy  that  the  number  of  maternal  deaths  recorded  during  the 
year  was  only  5  as  compared  with  8  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  per 
1000  live  births  is  therefore  2.6  as  compared  with  4.2  for  1934.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1935  was  4.1. 


*  September  to  December,  1935. 
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All  7  deaths  of  mothers  were  carefully  inquired  into  during  the  year 
and  two  were  considered  to  be  due  to  causes  other  than  puerperal.  The 
services  of  a  consultant  in  cases  of  difficult  labour  are  available,  and 
such  services  were  made  use  of  in  2  cases,  and  7  sterilized  maternity 
outfits  were  provided  for  women  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  midwife 
in  attendance  such  provision  was  desirable. 

Under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations  the 
services  of  a  consultant  and  hospital  accommodation  are  available. 
In  this  connection  a  consultant  was  called  in  on  four  occasions  during 
the  year. 


Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervisory  Authority  under  the 
Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act  1927.  There  were  8  homes  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  which  7  were  Maternity  Homes.

Health  Visitors. 

There  are  now  twelve  health  visitors,  a  new  appointment  being  made 
in  October,  1935.  The  health  visitors  are  whole-time  officers  of  the 
County  Council  and  the  majority  have  been  in  the  service  of  the 
Council  for  many  years.  Their  experience  is  invaluable. 

Among  their  many  duties  may  be  mentioned  those  of  School  Nursing, 
Tuberculosis  Visiting,  visiting  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 
visiting  and  distribution  of  relief  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  Infant- 
life  Protection  visiting,  and  visiting  of  children  under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Schemes. 
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The  following  visits  were  paid  by  Health  Visitors  in  connection  with 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme —

Supply  of  Milk  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act. 

Milk  is  provided  under  the  Council’s  Scheme  to  infants  under  one 
year  and  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  where  investigation  by  Health 
Visitors  has  proved  the  need  of  such  provision.  Cases  in  need  of  assist¬ 
ance  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  through  Clinics, 
doctors,  private  persons  to  a  limited  extent,  and  in  the  vast  majority 
of  cases,  as  a  result  of  routine  visits  to  infants  by  the  Health  Visitors. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  all  milk  supplied  to  be  either  Grade  “  A  ” 
T.T.  or  Pasteurised  whenever  this  is  possible.  This  service  is  recognised 
as  of  great  value.  During  the  year  £415  6s.  Od.  was  spent  on  allowances 
of  milk.  145  babies  and  64  mothers  were  supplied  with  milk  and  of 
these  52  had  Grade  “  A  ”  T.T.  and  7  pasteurised  milk. 

Children  Act  1908,  Part  I. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
131.  1017  visits  to  children  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Adoption  of  Children  Act,  1926. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  acted  as  guardian  ad  litem  in  6 
cases.  Adoption  orders  were  made  in  5  cases  and  an  interim  order 
in  one  case. 


(22)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  work  in  this  branch  of  the  Council’s  Health  Department  has 
proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  I  should  again  like  to  express 
my  thanks  to  the  Oxfordshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  for  the  very  valuable  work  which  they  do. 

During  1935  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
was  95,  and  of  non-pulmonary  30. 

Of  the  number,  84  were  notified  after  consultation  with  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer. 

The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  .41  per  1000  of  the 
resident  population,  compared  with  .41  in  1934,  and  the  death  rate 
from  non-pulmonary  was  .1  compared  with  .1  in  1934. 
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Dispensaries. 

Tables  showing  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  dispensaries 
and  also  the  results  of  institutional  treatment  are  given  in  tables  facing 
page  50. 

70  deaths  were  due  to  tuberculosis  of  which  54  were  from  disease  of 
the  respiratory  organs.

In  addition  to  the  cases  notified,  15  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  County  Council  during  the  year.  11  of 
these  were  pulmonary  and  4  non-pulmonary  cases  of  the  disease. 
3  persons  died  within  the  County  un-notified.  12  cases  were  “  im¬ 
ported  ”  into  the  County  from  another  area. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  5  were  dead  within  1  month  of  notification,  14  (other 
cases)  were  dead  within  6  months  of  notification. 

The  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  formed  4  per  cent  of  total 
tuberculosis  deaths. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

These  regulations  relate  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 
No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925.  Section  62. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory 
removal  of  a  patient  to  hospital  during  1934. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

14  beds  were  retained  at  the  Osier  Pavilion  during  the  year  by  the 
County.  In  addition  to  these  beds  there  were  provided  beds  at  other 
institutions,  viz. :  The  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital ;  Horton 
General  Hospital  ;  Peppard  Sanatorium  ;  Margate  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital  ;  Royal  National  Sanatorium,  Bournemouth  ;  Papworth 
Sanatorium  ;  Children’s  Hospital,  Coldash. 
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183  persons  received  institutional  treatment  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  bed-days  available  at  institutions  other  than  the  Osier 
Pavilion  was  10,866,  representing  29.7  beds  kept  full. 

Ancillary  Treatment. 

Milk  and  malt  and  oil  are  supplied  to  persons  recommended  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer.  The  cost  of  milk  for  the  year  was  £212. 

Work  of  the  Care  Committee. 

The  Oxfordshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
continues  to  do  excellent  work.  Assistance  is  given  to  patients  in  many 
ways,  usually  in  a  form  that  would  be  outside  the  scope  of  the  public 
scheme. 

On  the  preventive  side,  a  small  country  home  of  seven  beds  is 
established  at  Hermitage  on  the  Berkshire  Downs,  where  delicate 
children  are  sent  for  a  stay  of  6  weeks.  57  children  were  sent  there 
during  the  year. 

Hospital  treatment  was  also  provided,  one  boy  being  sent  to  Margate 
Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  three  adults  to  Hahnemann  Home,  Bournemouth, 
four  children  and  four  adults  to  All  Saints  Home,  Eastbourne,  one  boy 
to  Seaford  Convalescent  Home,  one  girl  to  Hubert  Home,  Bournemouth, 
and  two  children  have  been  boarded  out. 

Nursing  and  attendance  have  been  provided  for  2  patients  who 
were  very  advanced  in  the  disease. 

Surgical  and  nursing  appliances  such  as  water  beds,  air  rings,  were 
provided  for  six  patients. 

Clothing  was  provided  for  many  patients  about  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital  or  sanatorium. 

Compensation  was  paid  in  eight  cases  where  infected  bedding  was 
destroyed. 

Fares  have  been  paid  in  all  necessitous  cases  and  arrangements 
made  for  children  to  be  taken  to  hospital. 

Dr.  England,  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  reports  as  follows — 

“  The  statistical  returns  in  relation  to  tuberculosis  service  in  this 
county  reflect  the  general  reduction  in  clinical  tuberculosis  noticeable 
throughout  the  country.  It  would,  however,  be  very  rash  to  claim  that 
any  great  proportion  of  the  decline  in  mortality  from  this  disease  was 
due  to  the  service,  as  the  improvement  has  been  noticeable,  subject  to 
minor  fluctuations,  since  1631. 

“  Prolonged  institutional  treatment  so  frequently  leads  to  loss  of 
employment  for  the  patient,  that  every  effort  is  made  to  reduce  the 
sufferer’s  stay  in  Sanatorium  to  the  shortest  period  consistent  with 
safety.  Collapse  therapy  plays  a  big  part  in  establishing  a  stable 
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condition  and  enabling  a  patient  to  return  to  work.  Out  of  69  patients 
discharged  from  Sanatorium  during  the  year,  there  were  13  successful 
artilicial  pneumothorax  cases ;  5  phrenic  avulsions  and  6  received  gold 
therapy. 

Considerable  thought  was  given  to  the  best  method  of  providing 
diagnostic  facilities  for  doubtful  cases  of  tuberculosis.  Modern  methods 
involve  the  use  of  high  power  X-rays,  laboratory  facilities  etc.,  and  it 
is  not  possible  to  provide  these  economically  at  eight  small  dispensaries 
scattered  throughout  the  county.  It  was  therefore  thought  desirable 
to  concentrate  on  providing  the  best  possible  facilities  at  one  centre, 
namely  the  Osier  Pavilion — in  conjunction  with  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary 
— and  not  to  equip  the  dispensaries.  It  may  mean  increased  expenditure 
in  travelling  expenses  but  will  result  in  far  greater  efficiency  at  con¬ 
siderably  less  total  expenditure. 

from  a  Public  Health  aspect  it  is  a  pity  that  cases  of  haemoptysis 
and  pleurisy  are  not  notifiable.  It  would  prevent  cases  of  haemoptysis 
being  labelled  tuberculous  merely  on  the  grounds  of  the  bleeding,  and 
would  result  in  cases  of  pleurisy  receiving  more  efficient  treatment  and 
supervision.  It  is  not  often  realized  that  the  same  careful  search  for  the 
source  of  infection  is  necessitated  in  cases  of  tuberculous  pleurisy  as  in 
cases  of  phthisis  and  too  often  the  general  practitioner  is  satisfied  with 
a  brief  hospital  treatment  of  these  cases.” 

(23)  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Counties  of  Oxfordshire  and  Berkshire  and  the  City  of  Oxford 
continue  the  Agreement  with  the  Governors  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary 
whereby  free  treatment  is  given  to  all  applicants  at  the  Infirmary. 
The  total  cost  to  the  Infirmary  is  divided  in  respect  of  out-patients’ 
treatment  in  proportion  to  the  attendances  made  by  patients  from  the 
areas  of  the  three  authorities  and  as  regards  in-patients’  treatment  in 
accordance  with  the  number  of  days  on  which  beds  are  occupied  by 
such  patients. 

Each  authority  pays  the  cost  of  the  pathological  examinations  of  its 
own  patients. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  the  dates  and  time  being 
given  in  the  list  of  clinics  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  75,  males  59  and  females  16. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  was 
51 , 28  males  and  23  females. 

The  total  number  treated  was  126,  87  males  and  39  females. 

1  he  number  of  cases  discharged  after  treatment  and  observation 
was  39,  27  males  and  12  females. 
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The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  males  was  396  and  by 
females  351. 

107  specimens  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  gonococci  and  72 
serum  tests  for  syphilis  were  made.  Five  persons  received  in-patient 
treatment  amounting  to  140  bed-days. 

In  addition,  pathological  examinations  were  made  for  general 
practitioners,  for  the  detection  of  gonococci  and  serum  tests  for  syphilis. 

Fares  amounting  to  £13  Os.  7d.  were  paid  to  patients  attending  the 
clinic,  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer,  were  unable  to  afford 
the  cost  of  travelling. 

(24)  BLIND  PERSONS  ACT  1920. 

During  the  year  the  Council  provided  for  one  person  at  the  London 
Home  for  the  Aged  Blind. 

The  inspection  and  the  relief  of  the  unemployable  blind  and  also 
the  relief  of  their  dependents  continued  to  be  carried  out  through  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  There  were  186  persons  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Regular  visits  are  paid  by  the  Council's  Health 
Visitors  to  approximately  150  of  these  blind  persons,  the  remainder 
being  of  independent  means,  or  in  institutions  ;  in  a  few  cases  visits 
are  not  desired. 

Reports  are  made  in  each  case  to  the  Central  Office  when  there  is 
need  for  further  assistance  in  the  form  of  money  or  kind  or  assistance 
in  the  household  work.  Stamped  cards,  addressed  to  the  Health 
Visitor  of  the  District,  are  left  at  the  houses  of  blind  persons  in  whose 
cases  there  is  prospect  of  urgent  relief  being  required. 

Lessons  in  Braille  and  Handicrafts  have  been  given  to  1 1  blind  people 
by  the  Home  Teacher  working  under  the  Blind  Society  and  for  whose 
salary  the  County  Council  is  responsible.  125  lessons  were  given. 

72  persons  were  relieved  during  the  year.  The  cost  was  £1454  19s.  lid. 

The  Council  has  approved  arrangements  whereby  the  income  of 
blind  persons  in  urban  areas  is  brought  up  to  17s.  6d.  per  week,  and  in 
rural  areas  16s.  6d.  per  week.

CARE  OF  THE  MENTALLY  DEFECTIVE. 

(MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACTS,  1913  and  1927). 

Staff. 

The  agreement  with  the  City  of  Oxford  Mental  Health  Committee 
for  the  part-time  services  of  Miss  Gavin  as  Ascertainment  Officer  was 
continued  for  a  further  year.  During  this  time  a  steady  progress  has 
been  maintained,  and  it  is  becoming  apparent  that  the  growing  volume 
of  work  demands  more  than  the  half-time  services  of  one  trained 
worker. 
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Ascertainment. 

New  cases  are  referred  by  the  Local  Education  Authority,  Public 
Assistance  Committee,  Health  Visitors,  doctors,  parents,  etc.,  but  the 
ascertainment  is  still  somewhat  incomplete.  The  main  source  should 
be  in  the  school  population,  as  it  is  during  these  years  alone  that 
regular  medical  examination  is  carried  out  on  an  entire  section  of  the 
total  population.  It  is  precisely  here  however  that  ascertainment,  so 
far  as  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  is  concerned,  is  faulty.  Some  children 
miss  the  medical  examination  in  school,  either  through  absence  that 
day,  or  because  they  have  never  attended  school.  They  are  thus  easily 
overlooked,  and  although  known  to  be  defective  are  never  officially 
notified  as  such  to  the  Local  Authority.  Others  attend  school,  although 
incapable  of  learning  anything,  because  it  is  felt  better  that  they  should 
go  there  than  run  about  the  village.  Such  children  should  be  officially 
notified  to  the  Local  Authority  before  attaining  the  age  of  16  years. 
Again,  ascertainment  dependent  on  different  teachers’  standards  varies 
enormously,  as  it  is  after  consultation  with  the  Head  Teacher  that  the 
doctor  classifies  the  child.  To  overcome  this  difficulty  a  scheme  of 
Group  Intelligence  Testing  is  under  discussion  with  the  Director  of 
Education.  The  idea  is  to  take  the  schools  in  one  area  e.g.,  Thame, 
as  a  sample  selection,  and  to  give  these  children  a  Group  Test.  From 
the  result,  one  would  obtain  the  approximate  number  of  dull  and  back¬ 
ward,  and  mentally  deficient  children  in  this  area,  which  would  then 
afford  a  standard  of  comparison  for  other  parts  of  the  County. 

Visits. 

All  cases  known  as  mentally  deficient  are  regularly  visited  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  especially  those  under  Guardianship  or  Statutory 
Supervision.  All  new  cases,  or  any  requiring  special  help,  are  visited 
by  the  Ascertainment  Officer,  and  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

Conveyance. 

The  Ascertainment  Officer,  as  part  of  her  duties,  undertakes  to 
convey  patients  to  and  from  Institutions  (including  holiday  leave), 
when  the  parents  are  unable  to  arrange  it  themselves.  This  has 
proved  a  valuable  opportunity  for  establishing  friendly  relations  with 
the  home  as  well  as  with  the  Institution. 

Clinics. 

Increased  use  has  been  made  of  the  City  of  Oxford  Education  Clinic, 
and  an  arrangement  made  whereby  County  children  are  seen  at  the 
rate  of  5/-  per  session.  The  teachers  have  proved  most  co-operative, 
and  one  Head  Teacher  makes  a  point  of  accompanying  the  child  per¬ 
sonally,  to  see  the  doctor. 

The  Neurological  Clinic  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  (Out-Patient)  is 
also  becoming  more  widely  known  and  used. 
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Occupation  Centres. 

Oxford  (City).  Several  County  children  are  still  in  attendance  at 
this  Centre,  the  Committee  paying  the  bus  fare  of  one  child  who 
comes  in  from  Kidlington. 

Banbury.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  open  a  small  part-time  Centre 
in  the  Spring  of  1936,  and  the  visit  of  Mrs.  Anderson  from  the  staff  of 
the  Central  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  proved  most  helpful  in 
preparing  the  way. 


Institutions. 

Borocourt.  Increased  accommodation  is  urgently  needed,  and  a 
scheme  of  4  new  villas  for  low  and  medium  grade  cases  (adult)  is  under 
consideration.
